his residence at the fort. 


Mrs. Slocum Lives Short Tims. 


Mrs. Slocum lived only a few min- 


utes. Her husband Is attached to the 
headquarters department of the east 
at Governor's island. New York. She 
was visiting relatives in this city and 
had passed the night with General and 
Mrs. Bell. ' On. Bell absolved the trol- 
ley car motnrman from blame for the 
accident. 
The accident occurred between Fort 


Meyer and this city at the foot of a 
Ions; hill, a quarter of a mile from Fort 
Meyer about 9: SO o'clock this morning. 
At a point -where the road crosses the 
tracks of the Washington. Arlington 
and Falls Church railway the auto- 
mobile was struck by a fast moving 
trolley car. 


Mrs. Slocum was so badly injured 


that she lived only fifteen minutes 
after the nccident. 


General! Bell's Injuries. 


According to an official report to the 


war department General Bell received 
a bad scalp wound and other injuries. 
th* extent of which were for a time In 
doubt. He was taken to the hospital 
at Fort Meyer. 


Major John P. Allen, post surgeon 


in charge of the hospital at Fort Mey- 
er. stated 
that Bell's 
injuries -were 


painful, hut that the KCneral was not 
seriously hurt. 
The patient. 
Major 


Allen said, was suffering from con- 
tusions of the chest and a slight scalp 
wound, but no bones -were hrolccn. So 
far as the surgeons nt the hospital 
were able to aarenlain In their hurried 
examination General Bell was suffer- 
ing from no internal Injuries.

Mrs. Slocum. whose hnsbnnd Is a
